Our visitors today are from South Canterbury, a province 


which has given Southland many good games and has also 


provided its quota of good men to New Zealand football. 


We recall some top-class All Blacks who have worn the 
Green and Black of South Canterbury. Here is a list of 
their 17 All Blacks: 


J. H. Gardiner (1893), C. N. McIntosh (1893), W. Stewart 
(1894), A. Budd (1910), E. A. Cockroft (1913-14), T. W. Lynch 
(1913-14), A. Spillane (1913), P. W. Storey (1920-21), R. T. 
Stewart (1923-24-25-26-28-30), G. P. Lawson (1925), W. A. 
Strang (1928-30-31), G. T. Adkins (1935), T. C. Morrison 
(1938), C. K. Saxton (1938), L. A. Grant (1947-49), M. P. 
Goddard (1947-49) and J. Goddard (1949). 


Dave Lindsay, one of the selectors of the 1946 South 
Canterbury team which played Southland for the Ranfurly 


Shield is also a New Zealand representative from South 
Canterbury, but he won his cap when he represented Otago 


in 1928. Dave scored most points for New Zealand on the 


(1928 tour of South Africa. He played for Invercargill about 


12 years ago. 


Charlie Saxton was a South Canterbury player when 
he represented New Zealand in Australia (Brushy Mitchell’s 
team) in 1938. Late that season Saxton was transferred to 
Invercargill and he played in the now-famous Ranfurly 
Shield match between Ashburton and Southland, won right 
on the bell by Southland. by 20 points to 16. 


A South Canterbury man, Tom Morrison, holds the 


record for the most points scored by a player scoring all of 


his side’s points in a game. In the Ranfurly Shield match 
against Otago in Dunedin in 1938 Morrison scored all 16 
points for South Canterbury; he kicked four penalty goals 
and drop-kicked a goal. Otago won that game by 27 points 
to 16. Fee Oe 

AEric Cockroft, whose name appears in the list of South 


Canterbury All Blacks, was a pupil of the Southland Boys 


High School. 

The A. Budd mentioned in the list is not Ernie Budd of 
Bluff, although Ernie played. in South Canterbury before 
coming to Southland. — a :
